“The Dutch appears most open to 
danger in the province of Zeeland, a 
group of Islands carved out of the 
marshen by storm-tldes, which can 
easily be approached from {ho sea, 
white It Is threatened from the shore 
side by the proximity of the Belgian 
frontier and the fortress of Antwerp. 
The Cousty of northern and southern 
Hollund—the matin part of the coun- 
try—are well. protected by an un- 
broken wall of dune, while the shores 
of the Zuyder Zee and of tho waters 
behind the Islands of West Freezia 
are comparatively inaccessible by 
reason of shallows. 


“The character of the Nether- 
Jonders {3 not, uniform, for there ts 
no Netherland people and no Nether~ 
Jand race, The north ts Inhobited 
by Frisians, the middle cast by Lower 
Saxons, the south by Lower Fronks, 
and the west by Hollanders, who are 
n mixture of Lower Franks and 
Frisians. The principal clement 43 
made up of these Hollonders and, 
from the military point of view, it is 
their character which 4s primarily 
fmportant. 


Grown Fat On Trado 


“The Hollanders have grown fat 
on thelr trade and fearful of losing 
their easy profits. They are traders 
first and Inst, whether in marshland 
cattle, bulbs, coloniul {mports or the 
products ‘of the Java plantations. 
They pursue these activities with a 
view to securing the maximum profit 
and a comfortable existence. 


“Riches and ease are their goal, 
they ure therefore timid and hate any- 
one who threatens to rob them of 
their prize. They are afraid of losing 
thelr splendid colonial possessions in 
the East, which are much loo large 
for them and quite beyond their 
powers to develop fully. 


“They are not Ukely to be the 
heroes they were in 1600, until their 
peace and comfort are at stake und a 
foreign enemy ts threatening to take 
from them what they hold dearest. 
In the meanwhile, they are traders 
and pacifists. 

“The country is: quite unable to 
provide its own wheat, ond 
could not create a munitions industry; 
on the other hand, It produces a sur- 
plus of butter and milk, For 
technical reasons, , it could hardly 
support even a short war, 


Dutch Neutrality 


In the world war, Holland was at 
great pains to preserve Its neutrality, 
and succeeded in doing sv, thanits, to 
the restrnint exerelsed by Germany 
and Great Britain. 

“On the outbreak of war a particu- 
larly vulnerable spot was the polnt 
of the Meuse projecting towards 
Liege and Alx~la-Chapeile, whith 
squeezed the German right flank be- 
tween the Dutch fronticr and the 
Venn Hills, and necessitated an at- 
tack on the Belgian fortress of Lice. 

“This Mcusc projection therewith 
gave proof of its essential importance 
in effectively ‘protecting Belgium and 
even France against German forces. 

Near Invasion In 1917? 

“While the Germans were desirous 
of respecting Dutch neutrality in all 
circumstances, It was in danger of 
violation by Great Britain. ae

Annual national defence coats 
are somewhere above the billion 
dollar mark to-day, with no 
prospect of relief until pence 
returns to Europe, 

From a budgeted $494,000,- 
000 for national defence in the 
fiscal year 1934, President Roo- 
sevelt gradually raised the ante 
to $1,126,000,000 (B) for the 
current fiscal year. But since 
submitting that estimate to 
Congress Inst January, inter- 
national developments became 
so menacing that the sum was 
greatly exceeded. 

The Congress which adjourned 
two months ago = appropriated 
$1,645,000,000 (B) for strictly national 
defence purposes fin this fiscal year, 
divided almost exuctly between the 
Army and Navy, A looser defini- 
tlon of the term would increase the 
sum by more than $500,000,000.

China’s international trade, the 
volume of which has Increased during 


‘the current year compared with the 


figures for the corresponding period 
ot the previous year, according to of- 
ficial Ngures just relensed here. 

The volume of China's international 
trade at the end of June this year 
stood’ nt $1.132,145,221 and reached 
$1,560,163,434 ot the end of August. 
The corresponding figures {n June ond 
August Just year wera only $704,016,+ 
860 and $1,066,016,399 respectively. In 
other words, the volume, of. China's 
foreign trade in the first elght months 
of the current year increased by $493,- 
547,035 over the corresponding period 
of last year, . 7 

Hongkong ranks first os China's 
marketing centre, with the United 
States secdad, Belween January and 
August, 1930, Hongkong imported 
$135,789,000 “ worth of goods from 
China. The United States bought 
Chinese goods totalling $99,409,000,

that it does not reflect any fear that 
Britain and. France will be defeated.
